STRIKERS ARE ENJOINED.

CHICAGO. .July S.—Edwin Walker, the 


special solicitor appointed by Attorney 
Mvnersi Olney, and District Attoniey 
Mi'.'clirist appeared in the United States 
raurt before United 
States Judges 


Woods and Grosscup Yesterday and pra- 
seiiU-rt a bill dor on injunction against 
tliu strikers. It was of the most sweep- 
ing character ever drawn, and covered 
;;7 pages of legal cap. . Its issue was 
anketl (or in tho name ot the United 
States. 


The till was originally drawn to en- 


30111 the strikers from interfering -with 
the mails, but was modified under or- 
ders from Washington so as to enjoin 
from interference with any train, this 
protection being sought on the ground 
of the interstate commerce act. 


After a lengthy argument from both 


atturucys tho injunction was granted 
U>th the judges assenting,

Tho injunction is a double-header aud 


applies to the interference with mail 
.Tains and to the interference with all 
trams crossing state lines that come nn- 
tl'jr the operations of the interstate com- 
merce act. Under the jurisdiction of 
•.Tndgo Woods it can be put into opera- 
tion t'.irough Illinois, Indiana and Wis- 
'cimiin. 1'ive hundred copies of the iii- 
•'juction have been made and will be 
-crved oil Debs, Howard and the direct- 
ors of the American Railway union at 
once-. 


The injunction order names 23 roads 


within the membership of the railway 
iK-iociiition and the Union Stockyards 
and Transit company, which must ' t 
Tic interfered -uith. All the meinb s 
of tlw American Hallway union a.»<i 
"nl! other PDIXIMM Wliataoever." aro 
onlraocl toreiruin from iatacTermg w'fh 
trams, freifrht or passengers. The mnn 
ar.' ul«i orderocl not to enter the yards 
or premises oi the companies with I be 
intent tg clo any unlawful acts, or to 
COIIQ.OI by thn-its. violence or any other 
«i''dtii, the employes of the roads t,. 
ijuit work. The order al»o enjoins the 
(Icivniliiiitsfrum inducing by "persna- 
-ion. thriMts, violenci! or by any other 
uii',iiii the employes of tho companies 
t" leave the i ei-vice of the companies, or 
ta m.liice tlioni to refuse to perform 
their d\i tics.1'

FEDERAL AUTHORITIES DEFIED. 


A tliwli in 11 Cyiu-aKO Suburb That Might 


liitvo Ki".ultml SerlouKly. 


CHICAGO, July 8.—Yesterday's devel- 


opments in Ihe great Pullman-American 
Kailway tmioii strike wero prolific in 
sensationalism, tho principal theater of 
action being in Chicago and adjacent 
suburbs. Wild rumors wore rife, and 
when it was announced that orders had 
been issued for the Second regiment to 
proceed at once to Blue island, 18 
wiles out, extra editions of all evening 
papers with warlike headlines were 
wigiTlv scanned by thousands of anxious 
piKijile. This report proved later to be 
unfounded. 


The first serious clash occurred when 


200 deputy United States marshals at- 
tempted to raise the embargo on the 
four mail trains held at Blue island. 
They were at once surrounded by 3,000 
strikers, who openly defied federal au- 
thorities. Weapons were 
drawn by 


bnrh «des, and.Deputy Marshal John A. 
Lnga" was painfully cut with a knife, 
but when a bloody conflict seemed im- 
minent, tiie depnties retired to their 
lurraek c;trs to await reinforcements, 
leaving the strikers masters of the situ- 
ation. 


Yesterday evening an injunction from 


the United States court was road' and 
Imlletiued. The authority of the United 
Ktat-eb was openly ridiculed, and after a 
ii «p minutes' quietness, the 
riotuiu. 


spirit of the strikers re sserfced itself. 


Shortly after 10 o'clock, a crowd of 


the strikers threw a freightcar across 
thf Itock Island truck to block the pa.s- 
fflge of trains. They laughed at the in- 
junction issued by tlie "United States 
court, and tore down the injunction 
placards. So far as known no 0110 has 
been seriously hart at Blue island, al- 
though there have beon many small 
"slugging" matches. 


Fearing to precipitate- bloodshed, tho 


Rnfk Island company decided after its 
5::iO express had been gotten through, 
n»t. to make any further efforts to move 
trams. 


The strikers have now locked horns 


with the state ami federal authorities. 
The railway officials arc chafing under 
the continued embargo on this business, 
which, the desperate condition at their 
late employes neither to -\s-ork tlieiti- 
sHvcs nor to allow others to fill thcii 
plai-csi, is evidenced by the flood of ru- 
1'orfe of individual conflicts hero and 
there, coming f ,om all over the coun- 
try.

Tho railroads have not nltered their 


position, the bulletin continues, and will 
not parley with men who want to strike. 
The places of men who strike will be 
filled as fast as possible and force will 
be met with force to the extent of ask- 
ing the -,tate fur troop.-, to keep the ro"ds 
open wherever

BEFORE~THE~"SENATE. 


Two RcsolntScins In llulmlf of Striking 


Workmen. 


WisniNUTOS, July S. — Two resolu- 


tion* bearing on the present extensive j 
railway strike wore presented in tho 


•enate diiring"~the main hour and were 
laid on the ruble for the present. 


Tho first WHS-offered by Mr. Call 


(Dem., Ha.) for dm appointment of a 
select committee of five senators to in- 
ctmro and report the cause of. the exist- 
ing strike of the railroad and Pullman 
car employes, and the justice of the de- 
mands of the ivorlringmen f»id to re- 
port such legislation u« iinty sccui-o 
justice to tho vrorkingmon nnd be rea- 
eouable and fair to their employes, and 
secure tho transportation oi' mail, freight 
aud passeugia-s without interruption. 


The second was offered by Mr. Kyle 


(Pop., S. D.). It is in the form of a 
joint, resolution providing that no war- 
rant or other process shall bo issued by 
any United States commissioner or out 
of any circuit or district court of the 
United States against any persons foi 
me alleged obstruction of miy railroad 
bam or trains, unless it ahull appeal 
that such persons have obstructed or hin- 
dered in such manner as to interfere 
with the safe and convenient ti-ausporta- 
no/i of tho mails. Also, providing that 
tho detachment of Pullman or other 
parlor or slcspinpr coaches from railroac 
trams shall not constitute any offense 
against the laws of tho United States. 


INSTPUCTIONS_TO ENGINEERS. 


Ohlef Arthur Cautions Hi, Men Not to Go 


Out on 11 Strilto, 


CLEVELAND, July S.—In reply to nu- 


merous letters and telegrams received 
from eugin3ers aud other railway em- 
ployes throughout tho west asking that 
the Brotherhood of Locomotive Engi- 
neers uiirticipute in the big strike move- 
•mono. Chief P. II. Arthur of the latter 
organization has sent out a general re- 
ply covering all such communications. 
Ho cautious clip engineers not to let the 
prevalent strike, "finer" overcome their 
bettor judgment, and reminds them 
that thuy luo, as a rule, working under 
an agreement with the. railways for a 
stated period. 
Ho says tho engineers 


have no grievances and should not be 
fluencod by strikers to lake part in a 
content with which they are not con- 
cerned. 


Chief Arthur, however, will uphold 


-ingineors who refuse to KO out with 
greun crews, \vlieru they believe their 
lives will be placed in jeopardy by so 
doing. Ho advises tiie engineers in 
such cnscs not to strike, but to notify 
the conipa uy t hut they can not ran un- 
der such conditions, and to furnish thoir 
toason for such refusal.
